It is conspicuous that of those who have been going to the Archives regularly, 
including CTm people, particularly -*o o Smith, not one jhas mentioned the release of 
any of these. Several fall within the area of a standing general request I have at the 
Archives, anything relating to an ©swald-government relationship. 

I'll discuss this with him, see if 
he plans to examine and. or copy or if he has obtained any to date.
